NEW PHLOX 
John Falstaff (Page 66) 


New giant Phlox for breathless loveliness and unquestionable 
yeriority. Rich, luminous, salmon-pink flowers form majestic 
iquet-like heads of bloom on strong, stalwart stems. Robust 
id vigorous, this variety attains a height of 24 to 36 inches. 


White Admiral (Page 66) 


Beautiful big heads of bloom like great mounds of snow. Here 

a brand-new white Phlox guaranteed to bring more beauty to 

ur garden. It produces enormous pure white heads and the 

ntinually breaking side branches give an excellent late bloom.

SHASTA DAISY 
Aglaya (Page 30) 
A magnificent, large, fluffy, fully double Shasta Daisy whose 
glistening narrow white petals produce a fluffy, pompadour-like 
flower. After the main crop of blooms, this hardiest of all double 


Shastas continues to bring forth flowers throughout the entire 
sesaon. Long lasting flowers are superb for indoor arrangements. 


Mark Riegel (Page 30) 


With the introduction of Mark Riegel Daisy, we move another 
step forward. First of all, its flowers have a distinct form. The 
broad, glistening white petals which overlap, come in a double row, 
are long and curve slightly at the tips. The center of the flower 
is very small and soft canary-yellow. Stems are thin and rigid and 
about 2 to 3 feet long. As many as 15 to 20 flowers to a plant 
at one time. Flowers frequently measure 4 to 5 inches across and 
will last longer than any other Daisy we have ever grown. 

The plants are compact, forming a tight neat clump with long 
ornamental dark green foliage. It is the hardiest of the new 
Daisies and we consider it tops in every respect. 


DICENTRA HYBRID 
Bountiful (Page 39) 


This is a remarkable Hybrid resembling in a robust way the 
Plumy Bleeding Heart (D. Eximia) but vastly superior. It forms 
a clump fully 18 inches in diameter of handsome dark blue-green 
foliage about 10 inches high. The flowers appear early in May 
and as many as 30 to 40 flower stems can be counted on a 2-year 
established plant. Stalks are about 18 to 20 inches tall and 
topped with fuchsia-red flowers which are about double the size of 
the common Plumy Bleeding Heart. It comes into bloom before 
D. Eximia and the flowers last well into July. Perfectly hardy, 
does well in any well drained soil and prefers sun to shade. 
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NEW ENGLISH HARDY HYBRID RUBELLUM 
CHRYSANTHEMUMS (Page 30) 


At the Chrysanthemum Trials held by the Royal Horticultural 
Society in September, 1949, these beautiful varieties were honored 
with the Award of Merit. They are of particularly neat habit, each 
plant forming a symmetrical bush, which, when in full bloom—with 
its masses of flowers—appears as a delightful bouquet often 3 
feet or more across. They are perfectly hardy and good perennials, 
ideal for border, bedding and cutting—a bunch of Duchess of Ed- 
inburgh remained in perfect condition in our office for over 3 
weeks when cut last September. 

Their complete hardiness is repeatedly stressed. Their perennial 
character is established. They are permanent plants and will con- 
tinue to add color and beauty to your garden year after year. Last 
but not least, they do exceptionally well in such locations where 
there is little shade and it is difficult to grow other flowers. 


HEMEROCALILIS - Day Lilies

RARE VINE 
HYDRANGEA PETIOLARIS, Climbing Hydrangea 
(Page 139) 


While not new, this rare plant has been very scarce until now. 
Undoubtedly the finest vine ever offered anywhere, it grows well 
on brick or wooden walls, old trees or stumps without support. Rich, 
dark green foliage is bold, clean and shrublike. Short spur branch- 
es are topped with gleaming white, fragrant, Hydrangea-like 
blooms throughout the summer. Extremely hardy, grows well in 
shade or sun. This vine in your garden will make your friends 
and neighbors jealous. 


SEDUM SPATHULIFOLIUM 
Capablanca (Page 74) 


This variety is one of the nicest of Sedums and recently came to 
us from England. Low growing and slowly spreading, its blue-green 
rosette-like leaf clusters create a fine effect. During May and early 
June, the plants are covered with bright yellow flowers. A fine and 
orderly variety. 


CYDONIAS 

New Upright Spitfire (Page 151) 

A fine early flowering shrub of ex- 
cellent habit. Grows upright to a height 
of 6 to 7 feet, although it may be kept 
at 4 or 5 feet by topping. Huge, deep

Ideal for foundation planting, in front 
of the shrub border or for low edgings.

BOXWOOD 
Hardy Korean (Page 176) 


This splendid hardy variety of Boxwood is especially fine for low 
edgings and dwarf hedges. Its attractive leaves are not quite as 
shiny as the English Boxwood, but it is indefinitely hardier and 
can be grown successfully where temperatures go well below zero. 
It is evergreen and does not winter-burn; does equally well in full 
sun or shade. There are fine plantings of it in Montreal, Canada. 


VIBURNUM 


Carlcephalum (Page 170) 


This is the famous and splendid Hybrid from V. Carlesi and V. 
Macrocephalum which originated in England just before the war, 

It is absolutely hardy and has gone through several winters here 
in Mentor with temperatures of as much as ten degrees below 
zero. It is of branching habit and quick growth, 
growing about six to seven feet high. 

It is a most profusely flowering shrub with large 
cymose clusters of blossoms which may be as much 
as six inches across, rarely ever smaller than four 
inches. 

This Hybrid was shown at the Royal Horticul- 
tural Show in London before the war where it 
received the highest awards and praise. It has tak- 
en quite some time to test it here in Mentor and 
we claim, without reservation, that it is one of 
the finest spring-flowering shrubs we have ever 
seen. Only a limited number of this deliciously 
fragrant flowering plant are available at the mo- 
ment.

CLETHRA 
Alnifolia Rosea (Page 147) 


The Pepper Bush is a compact neat plant of 
many slender, upright branches rarely over four to 
five feet high. Each branch is topped with finger- 
like clusters of small deliciously scented pink flow- 
ers. To many people, the fragrance is reminiscent 
of pepper; hence, its name. This is a very fine and 
useful shrub, especially suited for low moist places 
or damp woodland conditions. Here is the rare pink 
form of the much loved Pepper Bush, giving bloom 
when most needed in late summer and early au- 
tumn with fine dark green foliage to boot. 


FORSYTHIA 
Lynwood Gold (Page 154) 


This splendid new Forsythia originated in Ire- 
land and we predict it will replace all other va- 
rieties of deep yellow color before very many years. 

The branches are erect and literally smothered 
under golden yellow flowers from top to bottom. 
Not only are the flowers produced in the most 
profuse manner but the individual blooms are bet- 
ter and fuller in form as well as of greater sub- 
stance, apparently never minding bad weather.

The shades of color vary, too, from flower to flower and through the 
changing seasons. Though the bloom is unusually large, long lasting and constantly fresh looking, 
its effect is always delicate and lovely. The individual petals are long and of great substance, 
gradually opening, ai few at a time, around a high-pointed center; to a great, golden hearted, 
very double, fully open flower. 


Floribunda Rose, Connie Mack (Page 94)

garden plant as well as one of the best for cutting, not' to mention as a flowering Rose hedge.

A rare combination of delicacy and sturdiness is the Rose ‘‘’Hedda Hopper.’’ The delicate pink 
of the flowers in all stages of opening is unusual in itself but together with such a sweet per- 
fume, it is rare indeed.

The rich contrasting bright colors are its outstanding feature. The out- 
side of the petals is rich chrome-yellow, sometimes overlaid with pink, 
changing to straw-yellow in the open bloom. This yellow color is most 
evident in the bud. The inside face of the petals is a vivid Oriental red, 
changing to cherry-red with age. 


One of the best and latest of Hill’s introductions. Handsomely moulded 
flowers with loosely rolled outward petals are deep capucine-buff with pale 
pink edges. Reports indicate that this fine Hybrid Tea Rose is performing 
splendidly and gaining great favor in all sections of the country.

Fred Howard, a 
glorious new yellow and one of the most rugged Roses ever introduced to commerce, has been 
awarded the Oscar for a championship performance. 

The blood and breeding that_makes champions is well depicted in the large, vigorous plants 
that attain a height of from 3 to 4 feet. This attribute is also exemplified in the lustrous, 
green foliage and the long flower stems, strong and resilient, bearing lovely, fifty-petaled, yel- 
low Roses, with all buds and flowers heads up. 

During the latter months of the year, there is a very noticeable transition in the color of the 
Fred Howard Rose. The yellow is washed with a lovely overtone of burnished gold and copper. 
At times the high-centered flowers show a suffusion of rosy mauve and when this transition 
_ takes place, the Fred Howard Rose is at its zenith—a perfect harmony of color, showing all the 
' lovely autumn tints of fall.

The inflores- 
cence is covered with glands secreting a resinous, volatile matter, which 
ey be ignited in the evening of hot days without any damage to the 
plants. 


Culture. They require a deep, rich, loamy soil and a sunny, well-drainéd 
border. Not suitable for heavy, damp soils. Best grown singly, so as to 
display the handsome contour and beauty of the foliage. Once planted, 
avoid disturbing the roots. Plant in spring or fall, 10 to 12 inches apart.

Culture. Plants of the perennial species may be planted in autumn or 
spring, 6 to 8 inches apart, in well-drained, good garden soil. The 
biennial strains are best transplanted early in spring; if fall planting 
must be done, protect carefully for the winter. All the kinds described 
will succeed in ordinary soil in sun or in shade. They make a charmina 
effect when grown in masses, and readily reproduce themselves from 
seed.

Do not remove old leaves, 
as they help to protect the plants in winter.

FERNS - Hardy Varieties 


The cultivation of Hardy Ferns is remarkably simple. All they want is 
a little light alluvial soil, a little loam and peat or leaf mold sufficient 
to keep the soil light and open, plenty of moisture, position varying from 
partial to deep shade. The Aspleniums and many others will grow on 
walls, chinks of rocks, etc. Many will revel in full sunshine in any border. 


Culture. A shady position is, of course, preferred, or a spot which gets 
Practically no sun, will be an ideal place for a fernery. If the position 
should be a very damp one, it will be advisable to raise the surface 
about 6 inches to a foot. For a good effect plant 8 to 10 inches apart. 


Adiantum pedatum 
The well known Maidenhair Fern, grows at its best on moist banks, stony 
and well shaded. It will thrive in any shaded location, even if dry, but 


will not be as tall as it will with plenty of moisture. Try it with Bleeding 
Heart under trees. 


*Aspidium acrostichoides

(Wood Fern.) (Polystichum.) An evergreen species with deep green, 
divided fronds.

The others will suc- 
ceed in sunny borders, by the waterside, or as specimens in groups. 
Subcordata should be grown in a warm, sheltered position. Plant in fall 
or early spring, six inches apart.

The gay blos- 
soms are obtainable in perpetual profusion from June to November, and 
the greater the drought and scarcity of other flowers the more the 
utility of the perennial Gaillardia is demonstrated. 


Culture. A rich, but light soil is essential to grow Gaillardias success- 
fully. They cannot be depended upon to survive the winter on heavy, 
clay soils, but do splendidly on those of a light or medium character. 
Require a sunny position. Plant in fall or spring, 6 to 8 inches apart. 


Mr. Sherbrooke Each 89c, Three $2.00, Doz. $5.75, 100 $30.00 
The full, circular flowers are of a rich golden yellow, unstained by any 
other color. The large self-colored blooms supported by stout stems 
above the pale green foliage continue from early summer until late in 
the fall. A very good Engiish variety.

A fine, robust plant producing gorgeous, fully double flowers which last 
for weeks either on the plant or as cut flowers. Stems are 12 to 18 
inches tall. The color is light red with a golden sheen. This is one of 
the: choice named varieties of Gerberas and because of its free blooming 
is one of the most desired.

however, require plenty of moisture in summer. Best grown in groups. 
Plant in autumn or spring, 6 to 8 inches apart.

Dazzling scarlet with rich old copper sheen. The flowers are often 
three inches across on 2-foot stems, abundantly produced from May to 
the end of October.

Culture. All will thrive in good, ordinary and well drained soil. Plant in 
early spring or fall, about 2 feet apart for the tall growing varieties; 
dwarf sorts about 12 inches apart. All should have a protective covering 
of dry straw placed around the base in autumn. In dry weather give 
plenty of water.

Culture. Require to be grown in a cool, moist, shady position, such as 
under the shade of trees or among ferns. The ideal soil is a retentive 
loam, freely mixed with leaf mold and well-rotted manure. As Helleborus 
are impatient of disturbance at the roots it is advisable to select a 
position for them where they will not be required to be disturbed for 
many years. Planting may be done in fall or spring, 12 inches apart. 


Each autumn add a top dressing of leaf mold and well-rotted manure, 
and let it lie on the surface. In summer give plenty of water.

Oriental Poppies are the royal representatives of this popular family. 
They have shown a remarkable increase in public favor in recent years 
because so many new and better colors have been added. Rich tints 
of rose, salmon-pink, white and lavender, as well as Indian-copper-red 
are now available besides the brilliant reds. Growing 3 to 3% feet in 
height, they contribute a rare splendor of bloom throughout the late 
spring. Plant them singly or en masse; they have a way of dominating, 
by their gorgeous display of rich and bright coloring and the splendor 
of blooms, that portion of your garden where they are placed. 


They flower in May and June, at which time their sheer burst of 
livid and brilliant colors render them without an equal. 

Culture: Almost any kind of soil suits them, but they do best in 
deep, rich loam. Set the plants out in the fall or early spring before 
the first of May, 12 inches apart. Give them water occasionally during 
dry spells in the early part of the season. Mulch with dry litter to 
prevent crown rot in the fall; and they will increase in size and 
floriferousness for several years. The proper planting season for field- 
grown roots is during the last of August, September and October. In 
spring, strong plants are supplied in pots to insure success.

Their modest requirements are sun, water and rich soil; almost every- 
body can have built or can themselves construct an artificial pool. Any 
location that is available would be satisfactory, provided it is exposed to the 
full sun. Rather than have no water garden at all, the interested party can 
grow many of the varieties in tubs or half-barrels sunk in the ground. 


Soil. An excellent soil for use in tubs or artificial pools is made by mix- 
ing three parts of rotted sod, compost, or good top soil with one part of cow 
manure or good barnyard manure. All manure used must be thoroughly 
decomposed, to prevent fermentation when covered with water. Ground 
bone or bone meal may be used if necessary, at the rate of one quart to 
one bushel of soil. 


Size of Pool. The larger the water surface the better the results. A tub 
or half-barrel 2 feet in diameter will furnish a miniature pool. An artificial 
pool should be made as large as possible, and 2 feet deep. 


Water. One foot of water over the soil is the most desirable depth in 
artificial pools. Some will thrive in shallower water, but few will stand a 
depth exceeding two feet. After the pool is once filled it is only necessary 
to replenish that which evaporates. Do not attempt planting until warm 
weather has come to stay. 


HARDY VARIETIES

No other plant is so valuable for summer bloom in shady: places. Beginning in July, they carry many huge flowers 
in a wide range of pastel and bright colors, from pure white to yellow, salmon and deep rich crimson. The enormous 
flowers, running 4 inches or more in size, are held well above the broad attractive foliage.

CULTURE: Begonias delight in a rich soil. It is best to start the bulbs in pots, the soil of which should be com- 
posed of at least one-third sand. Water sparingly until the first leaves start to show. Then increase the water supply 
so that the soil at all times is on the moist side, though not wet. Do not set outdoors until all danger of frost is past.

PLANTING VINES 


For vines always dig the hole a foot away from a@ post or wall, never 
closer. Runners of vines may be tied to a post, but it is best to lay the 
runners of English Ivy and Poston Ivy on the ground along the wall 
and permit young growth to find its own way up. 

Climbing Hydrangea vines are very woody and of slow growth. 
Do not cut them back. As soon as plant starts growing well, its 
young shoots will adhere to a wall without effort on your part.

THE QUEEN OF VINES 


There is a much wider range of varieties than is generally thought. De- 
scriptions below are condensed because the species to which each variety 
belongs covers the major points. The two important species are: Wisteria 
Sinensis, the Chinese Wisteria, characterized by large fragrant flowers in 
compact clusters of medium length. They come into bloom very young and 
all the flowers in each cluster open at about the same time before any 
leaves appear. Wisteria Floribunda, which is better known as Wisteria 
Multijuga or Japanese Wisteria, has long slender racemes of smaller flowers. 
Those at top are fully open while the lower ones are only small unopened 
buds. This of course lengthens the blooming period until the leaves are 
pretty well out. All our stock is grafted and grown in a special manner to 
induce early bloom rather than a lot of useless wood. Seedlings or plants 
improperly propagated may go eight or ten years without ever producing a 
flower. We maintain that if wood is the main thing wanted, it is more 
economical to patronize a lumber yard than a nursery. 

For largest flowers, fertilize Wisterias in autumn after leaves have fallen; 
never during spring or summer as this induces too much growth and no 
flowers. It is essential to expose Wisterias to full sun if you want an 
abundance of blooms. 


All our Wisterias have flowered in the nursery before they are sold.

They do not require a lot of water nor is it essential to prepare soils 
with a lot of peat or leaf mold. While they do quite well in shade, they 
prefer full sun. To insure a heavy mass of blooms each year, it is 
recommended that the faded flowers be removed and not permitted to 
go to seed. Do not cultivate deeply as ail Azaleas root quite close to 
the surface of the soil. 

Hardiness: Azalea Mollis are very hardy. Temperatures as low as 
ten degrees below zero will not kill them, but we recommend that if 
planted in sections of the country where these low temperatures prevail, 
the tops of the plants be protected with some cover such as a piece of 
burlap or cloth. Spring planting or fall planting is equally satisfactory. 
It is not necessary to lift and transplant Azalea Mollis with a ball ot 
earth. They: transplant and grow freely without. This makes shipping a 
simple and inexpensive matter. Mature plants depending on variety 
reach a height of 3 to 6 feet.

Among the Flowering Prunes are several handsome shrubs called variously: Flowering Plums, 
Flowering Cherries, Flowering Almonds and Flowering Peaches. They are so well known that they 


do not need any introduction. They are very hardy. 


FLOWERING PEACHES 


The general habit of all is much the same, the main difference being 
in color of flowers and time of blooming. They should be very severely 
pruned every year as soon as they have finished blooming and before 
growth starts. Cutting them for decoration accomplishes the same _ pur- 
pose and is highly beneficial but should be completed as soon as flowers 
are gone. All growth of the previous season should be cut back to about 
8 inches. Don’t touch them in the fall as that is simply cutting off 
potential flowers. 

Spring planting only is recommended except in localities where tem- 
peratures do not go below 10 degrees of frost.

Send us your order as soon as you have made your selection. Do 
not delay mailing it to us! Much preliminary work must be done before 
the actual shipping of bulbs or plants is possible. Nursery products 
are not manufactured but are grown so that in case of ‘‘short crops’’ 
early orders have first consideration. It is good judgment on your part 
to have your order “in’’ early and it is helpful to us. 


Report Errors Promptly 
(Always Give DATE of Order) 


It is impossible to avoid or escape rush periods in the nursery busi- 
ness. Errors are possible at such times. Therefore, check over your or- 
der as soon as you receive it. Shrubs, Roses, bulbs, and plants, etc., 
are sent in separate packages sometimes several weeks apart be- 
cause they do not mature at the same time. This is particularly true 
in autumn, Perennial plants are never included in the same bundle 


~ with shrubs as they do not arrive satisfactorily if handled that way. 


If you receive anything which has been damaged in transit advise us 
at once. Be sure always to state the variety and name and quantity of 
damaged goods. With that information at hand, we are able to im- 
mediately send you a free replacement for that which was received 
damaged. It is important we have complete information. 


We Ship at Proper Planting Time 


All plants, Roses or shrubs, and bulbs will be shipped at the proper 
planting time for planting in your locality. This often requires two or 
more shipments. If there is a special date on which you would like 
to receive your order, mention it on the order blank. We desire to 
comply with your request, weather permitting, of course. 


Quantities and Prices 


1 or 2 plants of one kind are sold only where each rate is quoted. 

3 to 5 plants of one kind are sold at the three rate. We do not sell 
any hardy plants in smaller units than three unless the variety is 
specifically quoted per each. 

6 to 24 plants of one kind are sold at the dozen rate, 25 or more 
plants of one kind are sold at the hundred rate. 


Remittances Must Accompany Order 


Your remittance and your order will be acknowledged when 


received, Checks, money orders or bank drafts may be used. Please 


avoid the use of currency as much as possible.

The above mentioned conditions are entirely beyond our control and 
we cannot be held responsible for stock lost because of them. Com- 
plaints should be made within one month after delivery. Any stock 
which does not arrive in good condition will be replaced free of charge 
at once. 


Small Purchases 


We have based our prices of plants, Roses, shrubs, and bulbs in 
this catalog on the assumption that orders received will be $5.00 in 
value or more. If your purchase is for a lesser amount it will be a 
privilege to serve you, but please add 35 cents service charge to your 
remittance. Handling small orders in any nursery requires a great 
amount of labor and is very expensive. Orders for less than $5.00 for 
sundries, or books do not require this extra 35-cent service charge. 


METHOD OF SHIPMENT 


The shrubs and plants we ship are larger than generally offered 
in catalogs. 


It is impossible to determine weights in advance. Therefore, 
transportation charges are not included in the purchase price. 
Most shipments are sent by express, this being the best method, 
because large bundles rarely comply with postal regulations. 


If you request shipment by parcel post and size of package 
complies with postal regulations, we will so forward your order, 
sending it ‘‘parcel post charges collect.”’ 


Packages traveling by parcel post containing perishable items 
ordered late in the season are sent parcel post special handling to 
assure speedy delivery. 


Shrubs and Roses ordered in the spring are sent in one package. 
Hardy plants as well as bulbs are sent in separate packages to 
insure delivery at correct planting time.
